Introduction

Oscar  J.  Pearl  is  already  well  known  in  our  fraternity. 
In  1 944  Abner  Kreisberg  and  Abe  Kosoff,  then  part- 
ners in  the  Numis- 
matic Gallery,  of- 
fered for  sale  the 
Oscar  J.  Pearl  collec- 
tion of  United  States 
large  cents,  a re- 
markable offering 
which  even  today  is 
still  mentioned  in  the 
annals  of  large  cent 
lore.  Now,  35  years 
later,  Oscar  J. 

Pearl's  name  is  once 
again  in  lights.  And, 
we  have  not  heard 
the  last  from  this  in- 
defatigable gentle- 
man, for  he  is  still  an 
avid  collector  of 
European  coins  of 
Germany,  France, 

Italy,  and  other 
countries. 

Let's  take  a trip 
through  the  cata- 
logue. Beginning  the 
event  are  several 
nice  United  States 
half  cents,  highlight- 
ed by  a 1 794  in  Ex- 
tremely Fine  grade. 

Lot  1 0,  a nice  1793 
Chain  AMERICA 
cent,  is  reminiscent 
of  the  first  year  of 
regular  United  States 
Mint  coinage.  Con- 
temporary critics  of 
the  fledgling  Mint 
noted  that  Miss  Lib- 
erty "appears  to  be  in  a fright"  and  that  the  chain  of 
links  on  the  reverse  could  bode  no  good  for  a country 
which  was  proud  of  its  new  freedom.  Today,  of  course, 
these  sentiments  are  long  forgotten,  and  the  1793 
chain  cent  is  high  on  the  want  list  of  many  type  set  col 
lectors  and  large  cent  specialists.  Then  comes  Lot  1 1 , 
which  shows  the  Mint's  response  to  the  criticism.  Lot 


1 2,  a superb  1 794  cent  in  AU  grade,  a condition  quite 
remarkable,  should  attract  its  share  of  attention  as 
well.  Then  come  small  cents  — Indian  and  Lincoln  is- 
sues. Lot  68  is  an  excellent  example  of  a rarity  in  our 
own  time.  Two-cent  pieces  and  three-cent  pieces  fol- 
low, and  then  come  nickels.  FHalf  dimes,  coming  up 
next,  offer  a variety  of  high  grade  pieces.  Dimes  start 

out  in  a spectacular 
way  with  an  Ex- 
tremely Fine  1796, 
the  first  year  of  issue 
of  this  denomina- 
tion. Connoisseurs 
will  appreciate  Lot 
1 63,  a Proof  of 
Gobrecht's  Liberty 
seated  design.  Then 
come  Barber  and 
Mercury  dimes,  the 
latter  including  a 
princely  1 942/1 . 

Type  collectors 

have  a lot  to  think 
about  in  this  cata- 
logue. For  example, 
Lot  253  is  one  of  the 
nicest  1 853  arrows 
and  rays  quarters  to 
go  under  the  ham- 
mer in  a long  while. 
Also  in  the  same 
quality  lode  are 
numerous  Uncircu- 
lated and  Proof  ex- 
amples of  later  dates 
in  the  quarter  series. 
The  superlative 
1 9 1 3-S  quarter,  Lot 
300,  would  be  right 
at  home  in  the  Mint 
Collection.  Certainly 
a finer  piece  doesn't 
exist;  if  it  does,  we 
don't  know  about  it. 
Only  40,000  of 
these  were  struck, 
ranking  it  as  the 
lowest  mintage  issue  (by  far)  of  its  design.  FHalf  dollars 
include  many  nice  things.  An  1 8 1 5/5  (Lot  357)  and  a 
breathtaking  1853  with  arrows  and  rays  (Lot  380) 
should  raise  a few  eyebrows,  as  should  the  general 
panoply  of  quality  evident  throughout  the  rest  of  this 
denomination.  Silver  dollars  are  represented  by  issues 


from  the  1 790s  as  well  as  later  pieces.  If  you  like  Car- 
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Oscar  Pearl  with  some  of  his  many  objets  d'art. 


son  City  pieces  you'll  have  a field  day  beginning  with 
Lot  492!  Other  Morgan  dollar  listings  offer  a combina- 
tion of  quality  and  quantity.  Have  fun  bidding!  Then 
come  trade  dollars,  highlighted  by  several  Uncirculated 
and  Proof  pieces. 

Gold  coins,  long  a Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries 
specialty,  are  represented  by  many  outstanding  issues. 
Lot  791 , a superb  1 875  gold  dollar,  must  rank  as  one 
of  the  finest  of  its  issue;  and  the  issue  was  just  420 
pieces.  Lot  794  offers  an  1 802/1  quarter  eagle,  a coin 
rare  in  all  grades.  Lot  819  offers  the  chance  to  buy  a 
major  rarity  at  perhaps  a reduced  price.  Lot  870  is  the 
ever  popular  MCMVII  double  eagle,  a coin  whose  de- 
sign was  personally  commissioned  by  President  Theo- 
dore Roosevelt.  Lot  875  is  ultra  rare.  While  coinage 
records  indicate  50  Matte  Proof  double  eagles  were 
struck  in  1915,  contemporary  correspondence  and 
sales  appearances  lead  us  to  think  that  fewer  than  half 
of  these  were  ever  distributed.  Territorial  gold  is  repre- 
sented by  a handful  of  pieces,  including  two  Bechtler 
dollars,  an  1850  Baldwin  & Co.  $5,  and  the  elusive 
1 860  Mormon  $ 5. 

Following  this,  there  is  another  run-through  of  United 
States  issues.  Lot  920  signals  an  offering  of 
Washington,  state,  and  colonial  coinage.  Then  you'll 
find  half  cents,  cents,  and  so  on.  Lot  1 125  and  Lot 
1126  comprise  two  elegant  1921  and  1 92 1 - D Mer- 
cury dimes.  If  you've  been  searching  for  a high  grade 
1916  Liberty  standing  quarter,  one  of  America's  prime 
20th-century  rarities,  your  hunt  ends  with  Lot  1 162. 
Then  there  comes  another  flock  of  silver  dollars.  By  this 
time  we've  ended  the  Second  Session  of  the  sale. 

The  Third  Session  commences  with  an  offering  of 
pattern  coins,  all  attributed  to  Judd  numbers.  To  say 
that  they  are  rare  is  gilding  the  lily;  all  are  exceedingly 
rare.  Rolls  of  United  States  coins  can  be  found  begin- 
ning with  Lot  1 392.  Check  out  Lot  1 394.  Once  the  of- 
fering of  a similar  roll  was  the  highlight  of  a midwestern 
convention.  This  was  about  1 5 years  ago.  Lot  1 484,  a 
marvelous  1916  Liberty  standing  quarter,  is  worthy  of 
second  and  third  notice.  Then  there's  Lot  1 502,  an  in- 
teresting item.  Following  more  silver  coins  you'll  find 
many  gold  coins  of  significance.  While  the  Oscar  J. 
Pearl  Collection  catalogue  contains  many  rarities,  there 
are  enough  "bread  and  butter  coins,"  to  use  a trade 
term. 

United  States  Proof  sets  commence  with  Lot  1 642. 
There  are  duplicates,  triplicates,  and  in  some  instances 
even  more  of  sets  in  the  1930s,  1940s,  and  early 
1 950s.  It's  not  too  often  that  an  old-time  offering  like 
this  comes  on  the  market.  United  States  paper  money 
captures  the  limelight  beginning  with  Lot  1718.  Legal 
Tender  issues,  Silver  Certificates,  National  Bank  Notes 
and  others  are  offered  for  your  bidding  consideration. 
Currency  is  a rapidly  growing  field,  and  unless  we  miss 
our  guess  it  is  destined  to  become  even  more  promi- 
nent in  our  hobby  in  the  years  to  come.  Suffice  it  to 
say,  "there's  no  time  like  the  present"  to  get  started 
with  your  collection  in  this  area! 


Ancient  coins  begin  the  Fourth  Session,  with  em- 
phasis on  interesting  gold  and  silver  issues.  Lot  3002, 
a gold  solidus  of  Constantius  Gallus,  is  "Very  Fine  and 
very  rare,"  a nice  combination!  Roy  Harte,  a prominent 
section  of  whose  collection  we  sold  at  auction  in  our 
last  sale  season,  has  consigned  to  us  a specialized  of- 
fering of  coins  dated  1873.  These  are  interspersed 
with  other  lots  of  significance  beginning  with  Lot 
3049,  a sovereign  of  Sydney,  Australia.  The  1873 
20-peso  gold  coin,  Lot  3087,  is  a museum  piece  of  the 
highest  calibre.  It  may  be  many  years  before  another  is 
offered  on  the  auction  block. 

Mexican  specialists  will  be  entranced  with  Lot  31  37, 
not  to  overlook  a number  of  other  contemporary  Mex- 
ican issues  of  high  quality,  Lot  3141,  the  1873/2 
Durango  10  pesos,  for  instance.  Australian  coinage  is 
highlighted  with  the  marvelous  Lot  3178,  the  New 
South  Wales  5-shilling  holey  dollar.  In  the  same  vein 
you'll  enjoy  the  opportunity  to  consider  Lot  31  79,  the 
exceedingly  rare  1916  halfpenny  muling  of  Australia. 
Austria,  Bohemia,  Bolivia,  Brazil,  and  Bulgaria  are 
represented,  on  down  the  alphabetical  listing. 

Coins  of  Canada  come  in  for  their  share  of  interest  in 
the  catalogue.  Check  out,  for  example,  two  pieces  of 
the  1 921  half  dollar,  a nice  1 890-H  half  dollar,  and  ex- 
amples of  the  maple  leaf  coinage.  Coins  of  Germany.  A 
superb  offering  of  Mexican  eight-real  coins.  The  list 
goes  on  and  on.  But  now  the  catalogue  is  in  your  hands 
and  you  can  see  for  yourself!

Note:  As  with  most  cut  and/or  counterstamped  coins,  the 
holey  dollars  owe  their  existence  to  necessity,  a coin  shortage 
in  England,  the  main  source  of  supply  for  the  young  colony  of 
New  South  Wales.  In  1791  the  local  government  declared 
Spanish  dollars  (8  reales  coinage)  to  be  legal  tender  at  5 shill- 
ings each.  Over  20  years  later  in  18  1 2,  a British  war  ship,  the 
Samarang,  arrived  from  India  with  10,000  English  Pounds 
worth  of  Spanish  dollars  I about  40,000  coins).  William  Her- 
shall,  a convicted  forger,  was  made  to  cut  out  the  centers  of 
these  coins  and  counterstamp  the  center  pieces  now  called 
"dumps",  along  with  the  remaining  portion  of  the  coin  and 
both  parts  entered  circulation,  the  dump  at  15  pence  and  the 
ring  at  5 shillings.  They  served  their  intended  purpose  for  about 
8 years  and  in  1822  began  to  be  recalled,  being  totally 
demonetized  on  September  30,  1829. 

Of  the  original  40,000  coins,  only  196  specimens,  iden- 
tifiable regarding  the  host  coin,  are  known  to  date.  Others  too 
worn  to  identify  exist  as  well.  Of  these  196,  a census  shows 
that  4 are  struck  on  1 806  Mexico  City  8 reales  coins.  The  pre- 
sent specimen  as  one  of  the  four  known  is  obviously  extremely 
rare  and  will  occupy  an  unrivalled  position  in  any  cabinet.

After  extensive  testing  and 
examination  by  specialists  in  the  field,  including  Spink  & Son, 
Ltd.  and  the  British  Museum,  it  has  been  determined  that  the 
coins  are  unquestionably  genuine.  In  fact  this  present 
specimen  is  probably  the  coin  mentioned  in  a letter  from  Mr. 
Howard  Linecar  of  Spink  & Son,  Ltd.  to  Mr.  John  Gartner, 
publisher  of  Australian  Coin  Review,  and  published  in  the 
January  1967  issue  of  that  magazine,  in  which  it  is  stated, 
while  commenting  on  the  slight  bend,  that  "This  bending 
would  appear  to  have  come  from  the  coin  sticking  in  the 
machine  and  another  coin  being  fed  in  on  top  of  it.  " Doubts 
have  long  been  dispelled  and  the  coin  is  commonly  listed  in 
Australian  catalogs  as  this  fascinating  rarity  assumes  its 
rightful  place  in  the  Australian  series.

The  following  six  lots  represent  an  unusual  opportunity  for  the 
Latin  American  or  Spanish  Colonial  specialist.  Often  called  "redon- 
das'' (rounds),  these  royal  presentation  coins  are  the  "creme  de  la 
creme"  of  the  early  8 reales  series.  In  his  Compendium  VIII  Reales, 
San  Juan,  19  70,  G.  Calbeto  describes  the  Potosi  mint  pieces  as 
follows,  "Rarely  and  at  very  high  prices  we  may  obtain  almost 
perfectly  round  cobs,  with  the  dies  well-centered,  showing  the 
legend  and  date  complete.
